II was also leai ned that Gen. Lister. school- 
si at Russia s Ecu rue Military Academy, has 
control of ail secret-police work m Cuba. He 
handles the issuuig of Soviet-bloc arms to 
Cuba's fanatical, coinbat-ready civilian mili- 
tia. and the training of Cuban military officers 
assigned to me missile bases. 

THE COMPLETION of these Cuban missile 
tiers poses a real threat to the security of the 
C. S., according m a study fty the Joint Chiefs 
ot Staff. 

These military advisers of the Precdeut 
i.ise i he blunt position that tne U. S. must take 
military action, if necessary, to. keep Castro 
from installing operational IRBM* that dose 
to the U. S. 

This alarming JCS warning ha* w far 
brought no affirmance response from Presi- 
dent Kennedy. He has retrained -from acting 
on the ground *hai the U. S still lacks "hard ’ 
intelligence mat any actual missiles are at 
hese bases. 

The JGS takes the position that if m issues 
i. e not in underground storage areas, they will 
i*e statiuned at ’he oases as soon as Premier 
Khiaishohev beueves v is -o Russia s advan- 
tage to do so. 

IN AUDITION TO thiei m^stle bane warn- 
ing. the Jf3 has sent the White House a third 
report that Russia has supplied Cuba with 
iioison gas. 

Hie latest informaiion comes from two Cu- 
nan army detcctnrs who told t S. intelligence 
agents that they .wiped unload Czech-made 
■gas shells from i Soviet ship. 

The first report came from a reliable in- 
formant in* Havana. He furnished the Defense 
intelligence Agency «nn the name of the Soviet 
snip and the dale on which the poison ga* ar- 
med in Cuba. 

The second rejiegt *.'a> furnished ky a Cu- 
ban defector, th* a .messed me spravmg of i 
hquid-tvpe gas on a small group of mli-C.isln
